un SHAW IS TOO HEROIC. 
Mr. Bernard Shaw does not frequently 
find it possible to commend the attitude qr 
defense adopted by society against new 
ideas, but, possibly because he has uses 


kor theaters and theater audiences, he does 


not countenance the suffraget endeavor to 
burn the Dublin playhouse, and he does ap- 
prove of the act of the community in placing 
the women under restraint. Mr. Shaw 
might burn the censor of plays but not the 
playhouse. 
If proof were needed of the innate sound- 
ness of Mr. Shaw's reasoning, this would 
be enough. On the forcible feeding of 
women prisoners to prevent their starving 
Mr. Shaw is less convincing. He would 
allow them to die it they wanted to. The 
object of the women in seeking to starve 
themselves to death is to embarrass the gov- 
etmment. The authorities hold that a forci- 


bly fed sttifraget is less embarrassing than 


a suffraget who has starved to death in 


| or, if he does recognise it, regards it as a 
sort of sickly sentimentalism to be despisod 
im a struggle so desperate as that of the 
women for votes. 

Here Mr. Shaw is tooheroic. Society has 
the right not only to protect lives and prop- 
erty, as Mr. Shaw concedes, but to protect 
its sympathies and sensibilities, which is not 
conceded by Mr. Shaw. If it makes millions 
of people in Great Britain happier to think 
of the suffragets being fed in jail, and would 
make them dismal! to know that the women 
were starving, the government has the right 
to consider the happiness of its people and 
feed the suffragets. 


CONSERVATION OF CITIZENSHIP. 
„The inevitable German has found out 
that of men who go out to make their way 
in mechanical trades without adequate 
training or with no training at all, about 1 
per cent will succeed in a big and striking 
way, in spite of drawbacks and embarrass- 
ments and by sheer force of character. 
If the drawbacks and embarrassments are 
removed, so far as they can be by adequate 
training, about 20 per cent willl be discovered 


highly proficient. 

9 The inevitable German discovered 
and in his inevitable way, by the most un- 
sentimental research—that the difference to 
Germany between adequate training and 
inadequate or no training was that with one 
Germany got 20 per cent of proficient, and 
highly proficient, men, and with the other 


1 per cent. 

“ The inevitable German,” in his unsenti- 
mental and coldly scientific way, saw that it 
was profitable to get the twenty and waste 
to get but the one. Therefore Germany 
went after the 20 per cent and gotit. Ger- 
many got it chiefly through the agency of 
vocational continuation schools. 

Mr. Edwin G. Cooley, former superin- 
tendent of the Chicago public schools, has 
studied continuation schools abroad and has 
submitted a report to the educational com- 
mittee of the Commercial club,of Chicago. 
It discusses the need for vocational schools 
in this country and outlines a system which 
it would be profitable to adopt. There also 
is made public a bill for an act establishing 
vocational schools. With the Commercial 
club, the Association of Commerce, the 
Hamilton club, and the Civic Federation of 
Chicago gre interested. The Illinois Bank- 
ers’ association also bas the subject in hand. 
The support indicates that the bill will be 
urged at Springfield next year. 

Americans are inclined to be testy oc 
casionally when the inevitable German” 
and the perfection of his methods are men- 
tioned, but the testiness is a healthy sigu. 
We have ceased to be indifferent, have begun 
to be annoyed, and no doubt will end in get- 
ting busy. ) 

The German knew that in a world com- 
petition Germany would get ahead ſu 80 far 
as it prepared its citizens to get ahead. It 
could not afford to waste its human re- 
sources ahy more than it could afford to 

waste its material resources. It must get 
the highest degree of efficiency out of every- 
thing. 

With whatever testiness we find German 
models confronting us, the only sane thing 
to do is to look at the model. 

Mr, Cooley would have the state offer to 
youth of both sexes between the ages of 14 
and 18 a system of vocational education 
designed to fit them specifically for the 
work they have or the work they a-e about 
to undertake. This system would be di- 
vided into two classes, one intended for 
young people who are compelled to devote 
the major portion of their time to earning a 
living, and one for young people who are 


‘able to take one or two years of vocational 


training before entering work. 

/ The first class would include schools 
which would permit the training of young 
men and young women who can give half of 
their time to schooling; schools which would 
give even a hard pressed worker from six to 
ten hours’ instruction a week, and voluntary 
continuation schools for youth over 18 years 
whose ambitions prompt them to furtler 
study. 

It would be made compulsory for young 
people between the ages of 14 and 18 years, 
who are not in other approved schools, to 
attend the continuation schools for at least 
six or ten hours’ instruction a week. The 
compulsory school law would be broadened 
to make this additional requirement. The 
German system is compulsory, and Mr. 
Cooley is convinced that it represents the 
only method certain of desired results. 

The second class of schools, intended for 
young people who have the cpportunitꝭ of 
taking a year or two of Vocational training 
before going to work, would offer courses 
bridging the period from 14 to 16, between 
leaving school and entering an apprentice- 
ship. They would prepare for trades and for 
fommercial pursuits. 

Mr. Cooley quotes Prof. Carver of Har- 
vard: : l 
In the present conservation movement 
it is highly important that we realize two 
things—first, that our most valuable re- 
sources are our people; and second, that 
Wwe are wasting people more than we are 
wasting anything else. If we forget either 
of these things we shall probably find our- 
selves trying to save at the spigot while 
we are wasting at the bunghole.”

WHO SHOULD GO TOA HOSPITAL. 
HALL an expectant mother go 
to the hospital? Yes. Health de- 
partment reports show that about 
one-thirtieth of the babies born die 
during the first twenty-four hours 
of birth. The death rate during the first 
week is very high. The newly born babe 
has but a feeble hold on life and little, 
seemingly unimportant influences may de- 
cide whether the baby will live or not. 
The infection of the baby’s eyes which 
ends in blindness starts suddenly and 
progresses rapidly. The chance of saving 
sight is greater in the hospital than out- 
side. 

When it comes to the mother, the death 
and accident rate among mothers is 
much less ,in a hospital than outside. 
There is less infection, less childbed fever, 
and lest danger from hemorrhage. The 
risk in every direction is less. 


iti 

When we consider the trouble in the 
home, the advantage is on the side of 
having the mother go to the hospital. The 
household is spared disarrangement. One 
reason for the growth in™midwife con- 
finement is the matter of household neces- 
sities. When a woman of small means 
is confined in her home by a physician, 
provision must be made for the physician, 
the nurse, and a servant to help out. 
When the service is rendered by a mid- 
wife, the doctor, the nurse, and the ser- 
vant are all rolled into one. In my judg- 
ment, the household service advantage is 
the largest factor in the growing use of 
midwives. The cure for the situation—end 
the high death and accident rates demand 
a remedy—is enough hospitals and dispen- 
saries to care for the maternity cases. And 
finally, it will be found that a case of con- 
finement costs less in the hospital than at 
home. | 

~o 

Shall consumption be cared for in a 
hospital? Yes. The chahce of getting 
well is very much better in a hospital than 
outside. A man who learns that he has 
consumption will improve his chances 
materially if he will go at once into a 
sanitarium. He will get rest, an environ- 
ment which makes against worry, in con- 
trast with his home, where things make 
for worry, He.will be fed right. 
get air. He will learn how to take care 
of himself and others. Learning by doing 
is better than learning by listening. If 
his disease is not progressive in type, he 
may be able to finish his cure at home. 

Every case of advanced tuberculosis 
should be in a hospital. They are safer 
and happier there. Their chance of cure 
is greater there than outside. An ad- 
vanced consumptive kept at home is cer- 
tain to infect half of his immediate 
family, although many of them may cure 
their infection after a short run down” 
period.

Should a case of typhoid fever go to 
the hospital? Yes. The death rate from 
typhoid fever in hospitals is lower than 
outside.

Essex is Cassiobury, in the heart of Hert- 
fordshire, a beautiful place, which has been.

erty. 

It has been the home of the Capel family, 
of which Lord Essex is the chief, since the 
reign of Charles I., when Arthur Capel, 
who was raised to the peerage by his ill- 
fated master as Lord Capel, married Eliza- 
beth, sole heiress of Sir Charles Morrison 
of Cassiobury, and thus came into possession 
of the estate. 


Cassiobury has, however, always been the 


residence of the great of the land, and not 


only figures as such in the Doomsday book, 


but is known to have been the home of 
Cassiolanus in the reign of the Roman em- 
peror, Augustus Cesar—that is to say, nearly 
ten centuries before the compilation of the 
Doomsday book.

The first one of any note was Sir 
William Capel, who was lord mayor of Lon- 
don in 1503.

Daughter of Duke Amadeus IH. of Savoy, 
she was married in 1771 to the then Comte de 
Provence, grandeon of Louis XV., younger 
brother of the ill fated Louis XVI. and who 
died on the throne of France in 1624 as 
Louls XVII. She was neither beautiful nor 
well formed, presented a striking contrast 
to her fascinating sister4n-mw, Queen Marie 
Antoinette, proved utterly incapable of re- 
taining the affection or even the ordinary 
attention of her husband the Comte de 
Provence, and was so insignificant as to be- 
come an object of contempt to the brilliant 
courtiers of Versailles, who nicknamed her 
“The Piedmonteèese.“ Her husband's title 
was Monsieur and she was Madame.”

When the revolution broke out her husband 
fled abroad with a single attendant, via 
Mons, while she reached Switzerland with 
her lad} im waiting, Mme. de Gourbdillon. 
But when she rejoined her husband at Cob- 


lentz she found her place taken by the lovely | 


Mme. de Balbi, and, on.realizing that Mon- 
leur“ and the French nobles present at Cob- 
lenz pald mére attemtion to Mime. de Balbi 
than to herself, she withdrew to Turin. 

After the execution of Louis XVL her hus- 
band proclaimed himéelf regent, and on the 
official announcement of the death of the 
dauphin im the Temple prison, proclaimed 
himself king of Franee, as Louis XVIII. 

Josephine, ipso facto, became Queen of 
France, but was shortly afterwarde forced 
to quit her father’s palace at Turin, owing 
to the advent of the French invaders.

From there she fled to Passau and thence 
to Budwels, in Bohemia, where she estab- 
lished herself in the leading inn of the place 
with Mme. de Gourbdillon. 

Her husband at the time had found refuge 
at Mitau, in the Russian province of Cour- 
land, where Czar Alexander hed placed a 
palace at his disposal, and where Louis 
XVIII. was enabled, through the generosity: 
of the emperor, to maintain à court of French 
émigré mobles. 

Eventually Queen Josephine rejoined him 
there. But he declined to receive her faith- 
ful lady in waiting, Mme. de Gourbillon, who, 
at the instance of the king, was expelled 
from Russia by the Muscovite police.

Josephine seemed to bring {ll luck to her 
husband. At any rate, that was what he 
alleged, for mot long after her arrival at 
Mitau Emperor Alexander requested him to 
seek refuge in some other country,and the 
exiled monarch made his way with his wite 
and retainers to England, where he stayed 
first at Gosfield, in Essex, and afterwards 
(1809 and -eubsequently) at Hartwell, in 
Buckinghamshire, where he was known not 
ag the Comte de Provence, but as the Comte 
de Lille. In spite thereof, he insisted that 
court etiquette should be observed, just as if 
he were at Versailles. 

It was at Hartwell that Queen Josephine 
succumbed to dropsy, and it was four daye 
before her death that a complete reconcilia- 
tion took place between the ill matched

We quote further from the address of Mr.

CALLS FOR MORE ECONOMY 


Asks Subordinate to See That He 
Is Fully Advised as to the 
Method of Estimates. 


Beverly, Mass., Sept. 19.—President Taft to- 
night made public a letter to Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeash, taking open issue 
with congress on the question of a federal 
budget and directing all heads of government 
departments or independent officers of the 
government to make their estimates of reve- 
nue and expenditures for the fiscal year in 
conformity with the budget plan, 

The president's letter to Mr. MacVeagh de- 
clared that the prohibition in one of the 
dig supply bills passed by congress in the 
closing hours of the last session, practically 
forbidding the use of a budget system, is un-. | 
constitutional. 

He scored the effort of congress to prevent 


its adoption. 


Taft Letter to MacVeagh. 

His letter to Mr. MacVeagh reads in part 
as follows: 

“If the president is to assume responsibility 
for either the manner in whic.: business of 
the government is transacted or results ob- 
tained, it is evident that he cannot be limited 
by congress to such information as that

Mrs. Grey Charged with Conteal- 
ing Public Records. 


CONCERNS INDIAN LAND. 


Accused Alleges Attempt at Railroad - 
ing“ to Stop Inquiry. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—Mrs. Helen 
Pierce Grey of St. Paul, Minn., who as an 
investigator of Crow Incian aairs for the 
Graham committee of the house was the 
center of stormy scenes at the last session 
of congress, was arrested here today upon 
complaint of the Indian office on a charge of 


- concealing public records. 


She was released upon her own recogni- 
zance for $500 on assurance from Senator 
Ciapp that she would appear and her trial 
before a United States commisioner was set 
for Tuesday. 

Specifically, Mrs. Grey was charged with 
concealing the allotment roll of the Crow 
tribe, covering Indian lands in Montana. 


Said She Had Official’s Consent. 

Upon her arralgament she declared she 
had taken the roll from the Indian office 
with the consent of former Indian Commis- 
sioner Robert G. Valentine and M. C. Burch. 
attorney of the attorney geheril’s office, and 
turned it over to the Ae es of justice 
that it might be saved from éestruction and 
used as evidence in a proposed investigation 
before the- senate committee on Indian af- 
fairs. 

Such an investigation.was provided at the 
last session in a resolution by Senator Town- 
send of Michigan. Mrs. Grey said her action 
had the approval of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham and that her arrest had been brought 
about by her enemies in the attorney gen- 
eral's absence from the city. 

Destruction of the Crow records, she said, 
involved lands valued at probably 5100, 
000,000. 


Alleges Attempt at Raflroading.“ 

Mrs. Gray said that officials of the Indian 
bureau were trying to “railroad” her to 
jail or out of the way to prevent an investi- 
gation of the Crow Indian nation, which the 
department of justice is making. This, the 
Indian officials deny, and say they did not 
know where the books were until they were 
delivered to the bureau this afternoon. 

These assertions do not correspond with 
some made by David Caldwell of the depart- 
ment of justice. Mr. Caldwell admitted that 
the Indian officers knew where the books 
were, but that they wanted Mrs. Gras, who 
has annoyed them, return them. 


Calls Her Charge “Foolish.” 

At the department of justice little was 
known of the affair. Most officials there are 
out of town. At the interior department. 
however, it was said Mrs. Grey's arrest had 
been asked by Assistant Secretary Adams 
upon the report of the Indian office that she 
had three times declined to return the Crow 
records. Acting Commissioner Abbott pro- 
nounced “ foolish’’ Mrs. Grey's charge that 
tht papers were about to be destroyed. 

„Since she began investigating Indian affairs 
eight yeafs ago at the request of former 
President. Roosevelt Mrs. Grey says she has 
been arrested eight times by persons who 
wish to impede her work.

INDICTED ON GRAFT CHARGES. 


Grand Jury Also Indicts Owners of 
Houses Used for Gambling and Dis- 
orderly Purposes. 


Bloomington, III., Sept. 19.—[{Special.J— 
True bilis alleging omission of duty and mal- 
feasance in office were filed by the McLean 
county grand jury this afternoon against 
Mayor Albert Moore, Chief of Police Fred 
Lang, Night Captain of Police John Heag- 
arty, and Sergeant of Police Edward Hensel. 

The report of the grand jury was the result 
of an investigation of municipal conditions 
by two Chicago detectives, engaged for the 
purpose by a local paper.

O matter how beautiful a woman or girl 

may be, no matter how exquisitely per- 

fect is the beauty of her mouth, if when 

she smiles she shows irregular or de- 

cayed teeth, then all her beauty means 
nothing. 

In the early days dentists were so rare thet 
women could not run to them and have a bad 
tooth replaced in a few days, sherefore the care 
of the teeth was absolutely necessary. Cor- 
rect food had to be selected to preserve the 
teeth and gums and acid foods were tabooed. 

Women who were in the smart set were 

Used to observe a rigid food diet to keep 
the teeth from decay and preserve a pure, fra- 
grant odor to their breath. 

It was the Empress Josephine who first used 
a small lace bordered handkerchief and em- 
tinually held it over her lips when speaking 
to hide her bad teeth. 

From her day to the present the smal? hand- 
kerchief has been adopted by women as rhe 
mode, although fortunately they have not been 
obliged to use it for the same purpose. 4 

Each one can do much for themselves in the 
preservation of their teeth. First and fore- 
most the teeth must be brushed after each 
meal: a little antiseptic wash should’ remove 
the particles of food from around the teeth, 
thus preventing acid from forming on the gums, 
causing pyorrhosa, the disease that causes the 
gums to recede and the teeth to loosen and 
fall out. 

Picking or gnawing chop bones and chic«en 
bones is strengthening to the teeth. Cracking 
peanuts, chestnuts, and even pecan nuts, with 
the teeth is also exercise for the gums.

N ew Education Bill Proposes 
Early Independence of IIII- 
nois Boys an Girls. 


MODELED AFTER GERMAN 


Commission of Vocational Train- 
ing Provided, to Have Super- 
vision of the Work. 


The early independence of Miinois’ boys 
and girls, both in cities and country, is sought 
im & new educational bill Prepared by com- 
mittees of the Commereia! club, the Associ- 
= AN 8 the Hamilton club, and 


"Ths bill, 8 bring about a state 

* commigsion of vocational education,” with 
pimilarly organized boards in every small 
community, followe closely the suggestions 
made by Edwin d. Cooley, former superin- 
tendent of schools, in a report to the Com- 
mercial club's educational committee. 


Based on Investigatidns. 

The report was based on Mr. Cooley's in- 
vestigations during his tenure of office with 
the Chicago board, a long study of foreign 
conditions, and general theoretical research 
m the realm of practical training. It was 
accompanied with a plea for a revised edu- 
cational system closely corresponding with 
that in vogue in principal German centers. 

The Associated clubs propose a state com- 
mission ot seven members, of whom one will 
be state superintendent ex-officio. Two are 
to be experienced in educational work, two 
employers of labor, and two skilled industrial 
commercial, or agricultural employés, ap- 
pointed by the governor, They are to serve 
without remuneration. 


Duties of Commissioners, 

Their duties will be, in general, supervision 
ef the work dane through the state by the 
local boards, made up of the same sort of 
membership, They also wil] have charge of 
the work of the itinerant instructors who are 
to be sent to the agricultural communities, 
giving scientific home demonstrations 2 the 
farm's possibilities. 

“I regard Germany's experience as a 
nent te our present eituation,” said Mr. 
Cooley. “That country faced the same 
probiem, but attacked it sooner. Present in- 
terest In the subject makes it probable that 
something will be done by the next legis- 
lature.”

She told me 
that he took a small injection. She said he 
might have taken another one later MH the 
night, because a dose she had prepared dis- 
appeared from the dresser.”

In the case of the Michigan Hardwood 
Manufacturers’ association against the 
Transcontinental freight bureau the estab- 
lishment of an SO cent rate is sought on hard- 
wood lumber from the southern Michigan 
peninsula and reparation of the difference 
between that rate and the prevailing & cent 
rate for two years back.
